No Definite Announcement But 
Feeling in Official Washing- 
ton Optimistic 


NON-UNION MINES 


Working to Capacity and Turn- 
ing Out More Coal Than on 


Saturday 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 38.—Oficial 


Washington was firm in the bellof 
tonight that the end of the coal strike 
was near. 

There was nothing definite or tang- 
ible in the way of actual developments 
to justify this hope, but everywhere 
the feeling prevailed that influences 
were bein~ brought to fear to have 
the strikers, mumbering more than 
400.000 return to work. 

Confidential reports to the depart- 
ment of justice from its agents in the 

i ‘teal flelds were said to show many 
defections from the ranks of the 
strikers. Some of the reports said 
that large numbers of idle miners had 
declared they wanted to return to 
work, but were afraid, 

In this connection, officials reiter- 
ate that protection would be given. 
There was no statement as to how this 
would be provided, but it was explain- 
ed that troops would be available at 
the call of any governor, who believed 
it necessary to preserve order or pro- 
tect workers. 

Scattered reports from the coal 
fields, reaching into twenty-eight 
tates showed the first breaks in the 
ranks fof organized labor in [West 
Virginia and Colorado. 

Full Capacity. 

Advices to Washington headquart- 
ers of the operators said that all non- 
unton mines were working jto full 
capacity and turning out more coal 
than on Saturday. Some of the 2p- 
erators reports said that union men 
had gone to work in non-union mines, 
and that there was a growing senti- 
ment that the men themselves should 
have had the right to vote on the 
strike before iit was ordered. 

This information, to a large extent, 
was in line with that received by the 
rovernment, especially as to defections, 
Officials said the strikers realized ppub- 
lic sentiment was against them an4 
some labor deaders were also taking 
this view.

Col. Hugh Clark, M.P., Speaks 
on Cost of Soldiers’ Re-estab-

OTTAWA, Nov. 3.—At an open air 
meeting here today, Colonel Hugh 
Olark, M.P., parliamentary secretary, 
discussed the relation of the present 
victory loan to the work of soldiers’ 
civil re-establishment. 
at the end of the fiscal year the cost 
of the department of the soldiers’ civil 
re-establishment would run up to $57,- 
000,000, and that probably a like 
amount would be required to continue 
the work for the next two years. While 
the war is practically over, and de- 
mobilization almost complete, we ae 
maintaining another army, who are 


being trained in the arts of peace and! 


the arts of war. . 

There are disabled men and minors 
who are being vocationally trained. 
That army numbers today 19,290, each 
one of whom draws pay and “allow- 
ances ranging from §60 to $160, ac- 
cording to the number of dépendents, 
while taking a course of training av- 
eraging seven months.

SHIPBUILDING 
BAD FAILURE 


Sir George Hunter Declares Had 
Been a Ghastly Mistake in 
Britain 


EMPHATIO STATEMENT 


Claims Government Is Unwise 
Either to Build or to Ope- 
rate Ships 


MONTREAL, Nov. 3:—-“Govern- 
ment shipbuilding has been a ghastly 
failure in Great Britain. The gov- 
ernment has spent millions in ship- 
yards but not one of them is ready 
for building ships yet,’? was the 
declaration of Sir George Hunter, 
chairman of Swan, Hunter and Wig- 
ham. Richardeon, the well-known 
Tyneside shipbuilding firm, who is on 
a short visit here. Sir George Hunter 
was emphatic on the point that a 
government was not wise enough 
either to build or to operate ships. 

“A government ordering ships 
from a private builder and placing 
them in the hands of steamship peo- 
ple to operate, is another matter,” 
he said. “In Great Britain they tried 
to persuade the trade unions to take 
over their yards and it was open to 
the workers to run them as_ they 
liked on a co-operative plan if de- 
sired; but the trade unions were not 
prepared to run the risk, and natur- 
ally the government was not ready to 
guarantee them, though everything 
short of that they were prepared to 
grant,” 

As to shipbuilding conditions in 
Great Britain, Sir George stated that 
at Wallsend-on-Tyne (where his 
principal plant is) and also on the 
Wear and Tees, 
at full strength and so far there was 
no sign of slackening off. That ap- 
plied to all shipyards fn the United 
Kingdom. The government work was 
being wound up and merchant ship- 
building would take its place in the 
yards, At present they had nothing 
to fear from competition with either 
the United States or Canada, though 
there was no doubt, the speaker ad- 
mitted, that’ this might be’ a factor 
to be ¢onsidered ultimately.

DR. TORY'S STATEMENT 


“No Attempt to Make Royal Al- 
exandra ‘Closed’ Hospital for 
University Only’’ 


At the meeting of the hospital board 
on Monday afternoon, a number of 
fecominendations forwarded by the 
medical advisory board were consid- 
ered and adopted. 

One of these is that no general res- 
ervation of beds at the Royal Alexan- 
dra hospital by medical men will be 
allowed. No pupil will be ailowed -to 
be admitted to the training school for 
nurses unless willing to be vaccinated, 
or has satisfactory evidence of having 
been Vaccinated. The proper record- 
{ng of their cases by medical men and 
women practicing in the hospitals is 
to be enforced. 

The hospital board agreed with the 
tfecommendation to place the sclentific 
administration of the pathological lu- 
boratory at the hospital in the hands 
of the head of that department in the 
University of Alberta, for the reasons 
as given: The findings and advice of 
@ trained pathologist, bacteriologist 
or serologist, would always bo avail- 
able to the physician attending the 
hospital; the work of case recording 
would be made more complete; one of 
the main requirements for standardiz- 
ing the professional work of the hos- 
pitals would be met. 

Dr. Tory definitely stated, and asked 
that it should be placed on record, that 
this was no attempt, nor was it part 
of any policy to make the Royal Alex- 
andra a “‘closed"” hospital for the ben- 
efit of the university only. 

Coal Contracts. 


In connection with what had trans- 
pired at a previous meeting and a 
resolution pagsed by the board, Ald. 
Bush said that he felt that he did not 
deserve the treatment acvorded nim 
by the board. He denied that he had 
interfered with the coal contract, ex- 
cept that he had taken part in the 
deliberations of the committee ap- 
pointed to go Into the matter and as a 
member of the committee, he had 
talked with the coal dealers and asked 
them !f they could not cut their prices 
for the benefit of the hospital.

In 1917 a pacing mare with a fast 
winrace was dved from a bay to 
chestnut and entered in a race at 
Windsor. The event on account of 
wet weather was not called unitil 
Saturday afternoon In order to 
make everything look regular the 
parties controlling the mare dropped 
the first two heats, An outsider also 
landed one after the colored pacer 
showed in front a trip By that 
time darkness stopped the race and 
the purse as well as the bets were 
paid as the horses stood in the sum- 
mary at the conclusion of the fourth 
heat The dyed ho lost 

Was Black his Time 

Last year during a two weeks meet- 
ing, the same mare wag started the 
second week. This time she was black 
and was substituted with the same 
equipment for one which fell in a race 
the first week and was distanced 
The dyed mare won before she was 
detected but those who were behind 
her were so anxious to get thelr money 
on her that the wise f suspected 
that something was w and kept 
off or plaved off a portion of their 
money while the race was in progress.

CIVIC UTILITIES 
MAKE LARGE GAIN 
OVER LAST YEAR 


In September Utilities Showed a 
Betterment of $16,000 Over 
Month a Year Ago 


The statement prepared by the city 
comptroller for the nine months of 
the, present year ending 30th Septem- 
ber, shows a substantial increase in 
|profits over the corresponding period 
jot last year for the public utilities. 

In the report the comptroller says: 

“The net result of the operation of 
|the utilities for the monrn of Sep- 
‘tember, is a surplus, inclusive of capi- 
tal and gepreciation charges of $13,- 
330.47 as compared with a deficit of 
$2,740.31 for the same month last 
year, or an improvement of §$16,- 
070.78. 

The gross earnings for the nine 
months ending 30th September, were 
$1,481,440.11, while operation, main- 
tenance amounted to $803,904.83, 
showing a surplus on operation of 
$677,536.28 as against $583,552 49 for 
the same period of last year; and 
after deducting capital and deprecia- 
tlon charges there is a net surplus on 
all the utilities, inclusive of the de- 
ficit on the étreet railway for the 
nine months of $106,451.39, as com- 
pared with $16,958.43 for the corres- 
ponding period of 1918. 

“This showing, however, wiil be 
subject to the results of operation of 
the power plant as from 23rd Septem- 
ber (when the Alliance Power s6us- 
pended operations), which have not 
yet been ascertained.”
